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Action Wanted 
On New Hospital 


Now is the time for action on a new Altona 
Hospital. This is the opinion of Dr. J. Leyden as 
stated in his annual report as president of the Board 


. Altona. 


. C. Simmons, 


of Management of Altona District Hospital. 


In a strongly worded com- 
ment he draws attention to 
the population explosion in 
Altona and nearby western 
suburbs. 

He suggests that nothing 
will be achieved by reminding 
the public that work will not 
commence on a new hospital 
until the early 1970's. 

Dr. Leyden was here refer- 
ting to a statement to this 
effect by the Acting Minister 
of Health, the Hon. J. A. 
Rossiter, as published in the 
“Star” on June 17, 

Dr. Leyden concluded with 
a challenge to the community 
and to the incoming commit- 
tee for positive action. 

Fe said: “What now of the 
fusut? While‘Altona itself is 
growing “rapidly, substantial 
extensions to hospitals in 
neighbouring localities have 
recently been approved by the 
Hospitals and Charities Com- 
mission. Three years ago Al- 
tona had a birth rate of 31.04 


per 1,000—the 4th largest in 


the metropolitan area. Sun- 
shine, our adjoining munici- 
pality, was not far behind 
with a birth rate of 20.38. 
The combined population was 
80,700 people. In my opinion 
the time is at hand for ac- 
tion on a new Altona Hos- 
pital. Nothing will be achiev- 
ed by reminding the public 
that work will not commence 
on @ new hospital until 1970.” 


“The date should not be |: 


accepted——-it could mean 
1974, it could mean 1980. 
This is a challenge to our 
community to act. The Hos- 
pital and Charities Commis- 
sion should be given a de- 
monstration of faith in itself 
by this community. In sho: 
we need a strong Fund Rais-

ALTONA CEREMONY MAKES HISTORY 





THE ALTONA STAR 


It was a brief ceremony. It lasted no more than twenty minutes. Only about 
60 people were present. But if set a pattern that may be followed in many parts 


of Australia in future. 


The occasion was the enlistment in the Citizen Military 
Forces of thirteen young men from Altona and the neigh- 


bouring district. 


The ceremony was held in the Altona RSL Hall 
on the evening of Wednesday, September 23. And 
it has its own special place in history for several 


reasons. 


One reason is that this is 
the first time that a local 
Council, the RSL, and a unit 
of the Citizen Military Forces 
have ever combined to ar- 
range a ceremony of this 
nature. Another reason is the 
remarkable success of the re- 
cruiting campaign, Operation 
Reveille. The results of this 
operation, within their limited 
time-span, are believed to have 
set a record for the number 
of enlistments. 

Mr, M. Johnston, President 
of Altona Sub-Branch of the 
RSL opened the proceedings 
by welcoming parents, rela- 
tives, friends and visitors. 

Then Mr. Johnston called 
the names of the volunteers, 
one by one. The young men 





We want to Sponsor 
a Platoon or Company 


Altona RSL Sub-Branch 
was keen to sponsor a 
local platoon or company, 
Mr. Mick Johnston, Presi- 
dent, said in a special in- 
terview after the enlist- 
ment ceremony. 


“We will do all we can to 
encourage recruiting in the 
CMF,” he said. “The Minister 
for the Army has assured us 
that he will give us his full 
support if we are successful 
in getting thirty or forty vol- 
unteers from the district. 

“While we would like to See 
our own platoon or company 
here, this is not of course the 
sole reason, or even the main 
reason for our attitude to- 
ward recruiting for the CMF. 

“We believe that every 
young man who joins the Citi- 
zen Military Forces renders a 
valuable service to his country. 

“We are proud of the part 
that Altona RSL is taking in 
this.

Mr. Johnston then address- 
ed the assembly.

President to speak. After Cr. 
McIntosh had concluded, Lt. 
Col. K. G. Cooke, Ed., Com- 
manding Officer of 1 Royal 
Victoria Regiment spoke for 
a few minutes. 

The ceremony reached a 
solemn climax when Colonel 
Cooke called on the recruits 
to take the oath. 

Each of the young men held 
a Bible in his right hand. In 
unison each man repeated; 


tempted -—- this co-operation 
between the Council, the RSL, 
and the Army. 

“Tt is an experiment, and up 
to the present it has been suc- 
cessful. We want to see it go 
on to greater success. 

“We would like other people 
to know something of what we 
are trying to do here. We 
hope we have set a pattern 
that others will follow. 

“When Operation Reveille: 
was launched, the results 
were even better than we ex- 
pected. In one Saturday 
morning we had over 30 ap- 
plications for enlistment. That, 
I believe, is the highest num- 
ber of applications, in the 
time limit, ever received in a 
recruiting drive. j 

“The Shire Council came in 
and backed the plan to the 
utmost. And the CMF, repre- 
sented by the officers and 
men of 1 Royal Victoria Regi- | 
ment have done everything 
we asked of it, and more. 

“We are very proud to have | 
the opportunity of helping | 
with this work.”

Australian Military Forces from the moment he first 
drew breath. He was born at Broadmeadows military. 
camp about I7 years ago. 


His father at the time was 

serving in the Australian 
Regular Army. Mr. Sydney 
Bell was in the Royal Aus- 
tralian Navy during the Sec- 
ond World War, and was dis- 
charged with the rank of 
Chief Petty Officer. 
* He then joined the Regular 
Army. He served in Japan and 
Korea, and later was station- 
ed for seven years at Pucka- 
punyal. So that his son 
Adrian has known army life 
from the time of his earliest 
recollections. 

Mr. Bell Senr. left the 
Army about four and a2 half 
years ago. His rank was thien 
Warrant Officer 1. Soon after, 
he moved to Altona. 

For some time now, Adrian 
has been eagerly waiting to 
become old enough to enlist 
He reached the minimum age 
about the time of Operation 
Reveille, and went along to 
sign up. 

Then, for a time, it looked 
as if his hopes would be dis- 
appointed, During his medical 
examination doctors discover- 
ed a minor disability. They 
were not sure whether this 
was serjous enough to cause 
his rejection or not. 

However, Adrian’s father 
didn’t wait to find out. At 
his own expense he obtained 
the opinions of specialists. 
Result: the Army decided that 


young Adrian Bell was fit to 
be a soldier. 

Sydney Bell said: “Adrian 
was upset when he learned 
that there was a chance he 
might be knocked back. TI 
had to do something about it. 

“T’ve three other children, 4 
boy 12, and twins, a boy and 
a girl, aged seven. The 12- 
year-old boy is a bit annoyed 
because the Army won't let 
him join up, too. But he will 
just have to wait a while. 

“You know, I think a good 
many young men hesitate 
about enlisting because Army 
life is something strange to 
them. They know nothing 
about it, and the unknown, to 
some people, is something to 
be feared. My wife and I 
lived in married quarters in 
Army camps for many years, 
and Adrian was born and 
bred in the Army. He was 





really anxious to enlist. 

“He joined the Air Training 
Corps, but bis real intention 
has always been to go to the 
Army. Now he has his chance. 
I'm very pleased.” 

So Sydney Bell, returned 
serviceman, former’ Chief 
Petty Officer, former Warrant 
Office Class 1, had the satis- 
faction of seeing his eldest 
son at the moment he took 
the oath that made him a 
serving soldier. It was a proud 
moment for the Bell family.

"It was Altona RSL 


Sub-Branch that first felt 


there might be an opportunity here for us to spon- 
sor an Altona platoon or company of 1 Royal Victoria 
Regiment,” said Mr. Johnston, 


“Operation Reveille, the 
drive for recruits, turned out 
a success. The RSL had no 
doubt that this would be so. 
All the same, it is most grati- 
fying to us. 

“Here tonight we see the 
culmination of it all, We are 
very proud of these young 
men who have come along to 
enlist in the CMF. There are 
others who would have been 
here with them, but for the 
fact that their medical-exami- 
nations have not yet been 
completed. 


“We expected a response to 
the appeal for recruits, but 
we did not expect such a 
wonderful flow of enthusiasm, 


“You can see the number 
.of young men who have turn- 
ed up tonight. More than 
double this number applied 
for enlistment. Some have 
been turned down on medical 
grounds. Others still have to 
complete their examinations. 


“The Army demands a high 
standard today. Not only do 
men have to be fit physically 
but they have to be fit men- 
tally. The men who are ac- 
cepted have to pass psycholo- 
gical tests. So you can see 
that there must be some who 
Will not make the grade. 


“But the Army sets a high 
standard for itself as well. 
These men will get the finest 
equipment and the best in- 
struction possible. Some of us 
remember what conditions 
were like in ‘39. Some of us 
trained with broomsticks 
then. We do not ever want to 
see this country in that state 
of unreadiness again. And I 
don’t think we ever will. 


“The world we live in is 
not a peaceful one, There are 
“contained” wars everywhere 
— in Vietnam, in India, in 
Pakistan. To ‘the north we 
have Indonesia with its 
threatening confrontation. All 
these things hammer home 
the lesson that we must train 
our men, 


“These men are the life- 
blood of this country, and if 
they have to go into hattle 
we do not want them to go 
in half-trained. Australians 
have never sought war, but if 
trouble comes at least Iet us 
be armed and ready to fight. 


“I believe that the potential 
of the soldiers who are en- 
listing tonight is almost un- 
limited. They are first class 
citizens, and I will even go 
so far as to forecast that 
among these Altona men the 
Army will find some of its 
future officers — and very 
good officers, too. 


HE WILL TRAIN 
THEM... 


Throughout the period of 
their basic training the Al- 
tona recruits will be the 
special responsibility of 
Lieutenant Trevor Ashman, 
who is in charge of 1 RVR 
No. 2 Basic Training 
Course, 

Lt. Ashman, who began 
his military career as a 
private, has had ten years 
service in the CMF. 

Apart from his military 
duties, he is a VFL umpire, 
In this capacity he has 
travelled to Mildura, South 
Australia, Wagga, and he 
has also umpired games in 
many parts of Victoria. He 
has held his VFL appoint- 
ment for the last six years. 

He said that he had been 
greatly impressed by the 
nigh physical and mental 
standards of the young 
men whom he would be 
training for the next few 
months. 

“They are among the 
keenest I have come across, 
and I have no doubt that 
every one of them will turn 
out to be __ first-class 
soldiers,” he said. 





“They will be better armed 
than we were, and better 
trained. 

“I am more than gratified 
at their wonderful response to 
the call for recruits, and I 
believe very deeply that they 
will never regret the decision 
they have made tonight.” 

Cr. S. McIntosh, Deputy 
Shire President, the next 
speaker, said that when the 
matter of a recruiting drive 
had first been raised, the 
Shire Council was  whole- 
heartedly in favour of it. 

“The men who have enilist- 
ed tonight are mosily in their 
late teens. ‘ And some teen- 
agers, as you know, have, by 
their behaviour, given cause 
for concern. But these men 
are accepting their responsi- 
bilities. We owe them a debt 
of gratitude, and we also owe 
the CMF a debt. 

“I agree with Mr. Johnston 
that they will never regret 
the step they are taking. As 
an ex-serviceman I can tell 
them that in the Army they 
will find a wonderful com- 
radeship —- a comradeship 
that even if they travel the 
length and breadth of this 
world, they will find nowhere 
else. . 

“Every man who has served 
know what that comradeship 
means. Many men haye died 
for it. 

“I will make one prediction 
about these young men. They 
will go on to become good 
citizens, good husbands and 
}good fathers — and good Aus- 
tralians. 

“We in the Council are 
whole-heartedly in favour of 
this co-operation with the RSL 
and the CMF. 

“To the recruits, I want to 
say, ‘The best of luck to you.’

Three 
years ago Altona had a birth- 
yate of 31.04 per 1000 — the 
4th largest in the metropolitan 
area: Sunshine, our adjoining 
municipality was not far be- 
hind with 4 birthrate of 20.39. 
The combined population was 
80,700 people. In my opinion, 
ladies and gentlemen, the time 
is at hand for action on a new 
Altona’ Hospital. Nothing will 
be achieved by reminding the 
public that work will not com- 
Mence on a new hospital until 
1970, : 

This date’ should not be 
accepted—it could mean 1974, 
it could mean 1980. This is a 
challenge to our community to 
act. The Hospitals and Chari- 
ties Commission should be 
given a demonstration of faith 
in itself by this community. In 
short, we need:a strong Fund 
Raising Committee backed by 
the Council, Industry, Busi- 
ness people, and Residents, 
aimed at getting the job 
started by 1970 at the latest. 
I pass this suggestion on to the 
incoming committee for their 
urgent consideration. On this 
note I would like to conclude 
my report for 1964-65. My 
sincere thanks once again to 
the Committee for their sterl- 
ing support this year, and par- 
ticularly to our Secretary, Mrs.
